CHINA IN 1931 
July 9 
The Annual Report of the 
Statistical Secretary of the 
Chinese Maritime Customs on 
the Foreign Trade of China is 
always considered one of the 
minor miracles, of existence in 
this part of the world. This 
year Mr, H, G. MacEwan fills the 
place of Mr. Hilliard and, as a 
producer of miracles, he is fully 
up to standard, Working as he 
must do on a mass of hetero- 
geneous information jostled with 
trade reports, properly, impro- 
perly, accurately and inaccurate- 
ly. collated, with the human 
element working on the one hand 
to attain perfection and on the 
avoid detection, he 
to publish a lucid and 
most readable narrative in review 
of trade conditions in China 
during the year 1931. An ample 
summary of this Report will be 
found on another page to-day. 
It is right, however, that a tribute 
should be paid to its author and 
to the humbler members of the 
Customs staff who have supplied 
the grist for his magic mill. 
‘The great value of such a 
Report lies in the corrective 
which it gives to the ordinary 
day to day appreciation of trade 
conditions in this vast country. 
When the telegrams report 
banditry rampant here, pecula 
tion active there, and civil and 
military disturbance and commo- 
tion in North, South, East and 
West, the guileless reader is apt 
to be unduly dep: although 
it must be admitted that the still 
more guileless trader has tragic 
reasons for knowing that these 
ineldental happenings have had 
‘and are having a. disastrous 
effect on: business. ‘The Annual 
Report restores ‘something of 
‘this lost morale, It - frankly 
admits the damage and hindran- 
ces incurred by trade, and this 
it emphasises ‘the mis- 
fortune of China in being unable 









































to face the serious consequences 
of world depression without 
grave domestic and other 


internal catastrophies. So for a 
Government overcome by floods, 
Japanese military oceupation 
‘nd political tension, it was 
impossible to deal adequately 
with the Communist forces, as 
the Report calls them, in large 
areas of Kiangsi, Hunan and 
Hupeh. To quote the words of 
the Report: 
+ + « By the very destitution that 
they ‘bring about, the numbers of 
these i bandit 
forces are being strengthened 
daily. They hav. ready 
nothing less than a menace to the 
omic life of the country and, 
‘a prospective element of dis 
Tuption, a cause of grave anxicty 

as to the future. « . 

This strongly reinforces this 
journal’s commentary yesterday 
‘on the neéd for forceful leader- 
ship at the centre, 

Tt is pleasant to think, how: 
ever, that Mr. MacEwan can take 
a by no means gloomy view of 
the lessons to be drawn from the 
trading history of 1981 in China. 
He is fully aware that to no 
recent year could it have been} 
more necessary to attribute 
depressing factors of. exceptional 
potency for ill. So, he dolefully 
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perceives: outside an _un-| 
precedented economic crisis from 
Jone end of the world to the 
Jother; within, dire natural and 
political calamities. This is the 
burden of the Report as it! 
jearefully proceeds to analyse. 
in detail the history of the 


ports and the activities or 
inactivities of the different 
industries. Some small_ solace 


[can be derived from the fact that.

‘And, of course, China’s indust 
have profited from the difficulties 
encountered by the import trade 
jand the profit might have been 
greater had not the complicating 
discouragement of widespread 
disaster existed. Mr, MacEwan 
[concludes with the robust refusal 
to admit that the capacity of: 
modernised industry for super- 
abundant production ean upset| 
the recurring cycle of prosperity 
jafter trade depression. He 
denies that the world’s limit of 
absorbing manufactures and raw.

AN EPIDEMIC 
July 7. 
Telegrams from Nanking hav 
reported in general terms the 
jexistence of cholera in epidemic 
form in many parts of the coun- 
try and it is suggested that this 





epidemic is sweeping further 
inland. How far these state- 
ments justify acute alarm in the 
places affected cannot be judged. 
Shanghai is experiencing at an 
earlier date than usual the ap- 
pearance of cholera in the health 
returns. In fact the forecast in 
the Annual Report of the Health 
Commissioner that this year| 
would, according to the cycle 
theory, be a cholera year, is 
being "fulfilled. Shanghai is 
well trained ‘in methods of 
prevéntion and it is to be hoped 
that the recognised summer: 
precautions will be taken. The 
severity of the epidemic 
recognised from the returns, 
which up to July 2 show in the 
International’ Settlement 358, 
jcases from the beginning of the 
Joutbreak in June and 35 death: 
Of these cases 11 and of thes 
deaths 8 were foreign. In the 
International Settlement have 
jalso been treated 810 Chinese 
patients suffering from cholera 
and coming from Chinese terri- 
tory, and 4 foreigners from the 
lsame area. It has also treated 157 
Chinese and 2 foreigners from. 
[the French Concession. Of thes 
extra-Settlement patients, 65: 
Chinese and 2 foreigners’ have 
died. Allowing for 66 patients 
coming from areas unascertain- 
fed, the total number of cholera 
patients treated during the 
jepidemic has been 1,380 Chinese 
jand 17 foreigners, the deaths 
occurring being "103 and 5 
respectively. These are the 
statistical facts of the epidemic. 
Hit suggests the need for caution 
Jon the part of the residents and 
vigilance from the Health De-| 
partment. No doubt these 
qualities will be displayed in 
both quarters according to the 
equipment available. There is: 























Ino cause for extravagant alarm. 
inoculation is a recognised form 
Jof prevention and is being in- 
jereasingly adopted in various 
jeountries such as India, but it 
is early yet to say- whether its 
jeficacy has been established. 
Therefore, the normal method of 
fighting an epidemic of this kind 
by means of precautionary treat- 
ment and vigilant public health 
measures cannot be too strongly 
urged on the community and the 
public health authorities alike. 

The impression has unfor- 
tunately got abroad that a good 
ldeal is being made of this 
lepidemic to decorate political 
doctrines. As soon 2s public 
health becomes involved in 
polities the community as 
whole is in danger and this 
[journal would suggest that every 
effort should be made to 
courage this development. It is 
hardly necessary to say more on 
this point, except perhaps to re- 
mark that a good deal of play 
has been made with that un- 
pleasant but intriguing com- 
modity known as garbage. This 
has no practical bearing on the 
Jcholera question, and it may be 
fallowed to remain in the obscur- 
ity to which its inherent un- 
pleasantness is appropriate. In 
order, however, to remove any 
misunderstanding it may be ex- 
plained that garbage consists in 
the main of green vegetable 
matter and ashes and dust 
thrown away by — Shanghai 
residents in the course of their 
daily housekeeping. Ashes and 
dust, in fact, contribute 49 per 
cent. of the daily garbage and 
green vegetable matter 36 per 
jeent,, the inconsiderable portions 
being made up of straw, 
paper, leather, rubber, wood, old 
tins, serap iron and offal. ‘The 
connection of these unwanted 
imponderabilities rious | 
epidemic disease is admittedly 
remote. 


Putting aside the question 
‘whether the Public Health au- 
thorities are able to exercise all 
the powers they would like 
within the Settlement, it is 
pertinent to point out that’ the 
Quarantine Service — would 
normally be able to do far mors 
by preventing the entrance into 
Shanghai of polluted strear 
way of protecting a big 
town from serious epidemic is 
to cast the net of preventive 
medicine far wide of its imme- 
diate environment. Conditions 
here obviously do not lend 
themselves to the ready adoption 
Jof such measures. In any case 
they might be considered to be 
ltar too elaborate to deal with 
‘a problem chiefly concerned with 
ja large resident as distinet from 
Ja floating population. It is most 
inadvisable to put forward 
panicky proposals of doubtful 
practical value. Thus, for 
example, when it is solemnly 
stated that the Municpal Council 
jean solve its problem by pre- 
senting the populace with access 
ut very low rates to fire hydrants 
and other sources of pure water 

ly, the psychological and 
features of the problem 
are overlooked. In a nutshell, 
this laudable desire to prevent 
‘the inhabitants of Shanghai 
from drinking or using for the 
preparation of food impure water 
Jean only be attained by supply- 
ing water which is cheaper than 
free water. Even then there 
hhas to be taken into account the 
human weakness which impels 
the honest citizen to draw water 
from the creek ready to hand 
rather than proceed some dis- 
tance in order to replenish his 
supply at the expense of the 
Municipal Council. No one 
would suggest that a cholera 
epidemic, even of the slender 
propartions now prevailing, 
should be treated lightly, but it 
is wrong to disturb the mass of 
people by minimising the effects 
fof close attention to normal 
preventive measures, and 
suggesting that by some specta- 
cular device, which may look 
jexceedingly pretty on paper, the 
enemy disease can be defeated 
fat a blow.

‘The passage of the motion 
authorising the British Govern- 
ment to impose duties up to 100 
per cent. ad valorem on imports 
Into the United ‘Kingdom from 
the Irish Free State, by the 
substantial majority of 223 votes 
to 31 was only to be expected. 
Jt is apparently the temper of 
Parliament not to let Mr. de 
Valera succeed in the undoubted: 
ly illegal steps he contemplates 
without considerable resistance, 
but it needs to be emphasised, 
now-and as each step subse- 
quently develops, that the desire 
of the British Government is not 
to punish the Free State for thus 
endeavouring to denounce its 
obligations, but to recover 
monies originally expended on 
behalf of the small tenant in 
Ireland who has been deluded 
into supporting the de Valera 
government by promise of such 
relief from payments the 
denunciation would at first. ap- 
pear to give. There seem, how- 
ever, to be indications " that, 
though the British Government 
will receive the powers thu: 
asked for from Parliament, it is 
still doubtful whether affairs 
will reach such a pass that they 
will have to be brought into use. 
It seems clear on the face of it 
that the application of a dis- 
criminatory tariff against the 
Free State would bring very 
considerable loss of trade to the 
very people whom de Valera 
sought to relieve by denouncing 
the payment of the annuities 
and that loss of trade may very 
well prove to be a more serious 
burden than the payment of 
obligations which have at all 
times been estimated with an 
eye to the ability of the debtor 
to pay. 

‘The Free States annual trade 
with Great Britain stood, in 1930, 
in.the neighbourhood of £36,411, 
728, and it is, therefore, clear 
that if the additional ‘import 
taxes are only to be used for the 
purpose of recovering from the 
Irish Free State exporter the 
sum due under the annuities 
scheme, then, though power is 
being obtained to impose 100 per 
cent, ad valorem tax, the recovery 
of $8,000,000 per annum would 
only necessitate an average tax 
of less than 10 per cent. ‘That 
this may, however, be very far 
reaching is to be.seen when it is 
remembered that the value of 
total exports of the Free State 
in 1980—the last figures avail- 
able—was  £44,567,464 so that 
approximately "only £8,000,000| 
worth of Free State products £0 
to other countries. The British 
government's proposal, therefore, 
amounts to a tax on eighty per. 
cent. of the Free State's total 
export, and as this is chiefly 
dairy and agricultural produce 
it becomes clear that whatever 
the small tenants may hope to 
save under Mr. de Valera’s 
scheme they stand to lose either

It is to be hoped that this is so, 
for, while the old order of 
procedure which gave rise to 80 
much bitterness has gone, there 
still remain potentialities of 
trouble which only the most 
adroit Statesmanship may avert 
JAt the same time it is unthink- 
fable that the Free State should 
be allowed lightly to throw its 
obligations overboard and if by 
the action of Parliament Mr. de 
Valera can be brought to realise 
the temper of the British people 
it js still possible that the graver 
effects of the crisis ean be 
avoided.

be. Perhaps on the working of 
jhe Shanghai system a newspaper 
has a special right to speak. 
Journalists probably use the 
telephone more than most people. 
On the basis of that experience— 
\joined with personal knowledge 
fof automatic systems in other] 
countries—it may be asserted 
iconfidentiy that Shanghai is very’ 
fortunate indeed. Although the. 
public is readier to throw bricks 
than bouquets, Shanghai also 
ppreciates the efficiency with 
which the Company converted, 
the manual into the automatic: 
ystem, ahead of time and in| 
spite of the sudden intrusion, 
the final stages, of a diver- 
jsion on the homeric scale. The 
Company has been frank in its 
idealings; it has kept the public 
Jaware of the progress of the 
installation and done everything 
possible to educate subscribers 
in the use of the dial for their 
own and other subscribers’ 
benefit. In spite of not too 
ereditable efforts of interested 
parties to disparage its system 
ft has proved that it can give 
Shanghai an efficient service.
